But, though President Johnson 
wasan old campaign speaker, his atter- 
ances, after the first or second eflort, sub 
sided into vapid repetitions, which, when 
served up together, exhibited the com- 
monplace and turgid order of his mind. 
Indeed, the telegraph is a fearfal foe to 
men who, like the venerable Lewis Casa, 
and like many: a good stamp-speaker, 
have but one speceh. Warned by these 
precedents, campaign managers have 
usually theught it necessary to close 
the mouths of their candidates, 
and keep them under lock and key till 
after the election, for fear the people 
may have their ideal estimate -of -their 
candidate reversed by discovering their 
true views or character. In the case of 
Mr. Greeley, however, the effect of his 
speeches prior to his arri at Indian- 
apolis is beat deseribed by a prominent 
eye-witness, Governor Randolph, of New

COLFAX. AND THE CREDIT MOBILIER 
Vice President Colfax, on Wednesday 
evening, made a speech at South Bend, 
in which he took occasion to refer to the 
publication in this and other papers of 
the scandalous disclosures concerning 
the Credit Mobilier. Mr. Colfax inti- 
mates that Tue CIA Tribune, New 
York Tribune, and Spring feld Republican 
ought to have known tat he had been 
afriend of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company long before 1864, and needed 
no pecaniary consideration to indace him 
to favor such legislation as would pro- 
mote that great work. Knowing this 
of him, he prefers a charge of 
wanton malice e gainst this and all other 
papers who have published the diselos- 
ures made by M’Comb and Oakes Ames, 
and resents especially an intimation that 
the persons implicated should explain. 
Mr. Colfax, in complaining of the news- 
papers, is not acting candidly. We have 
not met any paper that has made any 
Special reference to him in the matter. 
The case did not originate in the news- 
papers, nor did it originate in this cam- 
paign. Mr. M’'Cemb brought suit in a 
Pennsylvania Court against his part- 
ners in the Credit Mobilier. In the 
course of the testimony, on record in 
that case, it was sworn that Mr. Oakes 
Ames represented to that corporation that 
he must have 242 shares assigned to hin 
in trust, to be used by him in Washing- 
| ton among Senators and Representatives, 
to aid, not the Pacific Railroad, but the 
Credit Mobilier ; that the stock was as- 
signed to him in trust for that purpose; 
that the par value of that stock was $100 
per share; that its cash value was 
$600 per share ; and that there were then 
due to each share unpaid dividends ex- 
ceeding its par value. It was farther 
shown, by letters written by Oakes Ames, 
who held these shares as Trustee, that he 
reported to his associates in the 
Credit Mobilier the disposition 
he had made of this stock: 
he stated that he had placed it where it 
“will do us the most geod,” but. instead 
of giving the names of the persona, he 
designated them by States. A few days

When Oakes Ames wrote that he “as

author of the libel for which Mr. Colfax 
pretends to hold the newspapers respon- 
sible. 

Mr. Colfax knows Mr. Ames and knows. 
where he lives. Instead of demanding an 
explanation of Mr. Ames, he terns his 
spear towards the newspapers. Does Mr. 
Colfax hold Mr. Ames in such contempt” 
that he will not mention him? There 
are Ames’ letters speaking for ther selves. 
Their genuineness is attested by the oath 
of a witness the equal in every sense of 
Mr. Ames. Mr. Ames, in his shambling 
address to his constituents, does not ven- 
ture to deny that he wrote the letters. 
He denies that he furnished the list of 
names, and suggests that he had denied 
on oath baving used the trust reposed in 
him among members of Congress; 
but the suggestion is flatly 
contradicted by the record. Why does 
not Mr. Colfax follow this man,—his 
friend and associate in Congress 7 Why 
waste his- breath upon the newspapers, 
who have only published the record, 
when the authors of the charge are 
known to him and equally within his 
reach ? 

Mr. Colfax claims the right to purchase 
whatever stock he thinks proper, even 
when it is offered him at par,and when 
the acerued dividends are more than 
equal to its par value. We will not dis- 
euss thie matter now, but again suggest 
that Mr. Colfax apply his spear of trath 
to Oakes Ames letters, and to the sworn 
statements of M’Comb, and the news- 
papers will give him all the aid he may 
need in making his thrusts effective. 

THE PREVENTION OF CRIUR. 

The Committee of twenty-five, appoint- 
ed by the recent meeting of citizens to 
inveatigate the remarkable increase of 
crime in this city, and the laxity of the 
law in applyiag penalties for crime, have 
presented a report which isarather eu- 
rious mixture of good sense and folly. 
The debate which ensued upon the pre- 
sentation of the report was even more 
remarkable than the report itself, each 
participant seeming to have a very dog- 
matic opinion of his own, and to be eon- 
vinced that he alone possessed the pan- 
acea for all our troubles. The many men 
of mapy minds, however, finally sunk 
their prejudices suiliciently te join in 
adopting the report, and we may, there- 
fore, consider it as submitted to the 
authorities. Of course, there is nothing 
binding in it. It is only a recommenda- 
tion or suggestion as to the means of 
checking crime,and, while it does not 


go to the root of the matter at all 
or suggest any very radical 
remedy, it nevertheless offers 


some very valuable hints to the author-. 
ities, which they would do well to con- 
sider. The Committee did wisely in anp- 
pressing the provision in the report rela- 
tive to members of the Bar. It was an 
unealled-for and gratuitous insalt to the 
entire profession, and, if it had been 
adopted, would have made the whole 
proceedings simply ridiculous. The 
stupid generalization that, because a 
lawyer consents to defend a murderer, 
therefore he would commit the same 
crime if he bad the opportunity, displays 
a degree of ignorance or prejadice which, 

in itself, is little better than a crime. Sach 
a principle as this, carried into practice 

would speedilg@abolish all law, and bring 
on social disorder. in the matter of the 
use of intoxicating liquors, which is the 
cause of three-fourths of the crimes 
committed in this city, the report sug- 


gests nothing whieh is practical. 
The mere announcement of the 
oniversallly conceded fact that 


there are too many saloons acoom- 
plishes nothing unless it is accompanied 
by some suggestion of a plan by which 
the number can be mado less. Nor does 
the recommendation that saloons be closed 
at 11 o'clock provide any appreciable tem- 
edy. The failure to suggest any practical 
plan, however, is not remarkable, as no 
two of the Committee seemed to agree 
upon the liquor question, the different 
views ranging all the way from total ab- 
stinence to an opinion which would make 
a liquor ‘shop a beatitude. There are, 
however, some points in the report which 
are of direct value, touching arrests for 
crime and the dispensation of justice, 
and these are as follows 

1. Reform in the police force itself. It, 
perhaps, is unfair to complain of the force 
just now, as Mr. Washburn has but re 
cently‘assumed the superintendence of 
it. The fact remains, nevertheless, that 
it needs a thorongh weeding out of 
incompetent and incapable officers, and 
the substitution of sober, strong, courag- 
eous, and intelligent men in their places. 
It is just as poasible to have gentlemanly, 
and, at the same time, cool and determin- 
ed men on the force, as it is to have igno- 
rant and incompetent men and drunken 
ward-bummers. The Committee have 
made an admirable point in demanding 
that policemen shall keep aloof from par- 
ty politics, and that the practice of ap- 
pointing policemen on the recommenda- 
tion of Aldermen shall, ov ought to, cease. 
A policeman should be appointed because 
he is competent to fill the position, and he 
should understand that bis duties are 
rimp!y to preserve the peace and protect 
life and property, and that he has nothing 
te do with politics except to cast his vote. 
This intermeddling of the police with pol- 
itica is one of the curses of eur system. It 
Als the foree with incompetent men, 
and is a serious interference on many oc- 
casions withthe administration of jus 
tice. Mr. Washburn has shown a determi- 
nation to make the force what it ought te 
be, and this report will give aim need- 
ed encouragement and assistance to go 
ahead with his reforms. 

2. Money appropriations, The Com- 
mittee is right in recommending thit an 
appropriation be made by the Coanty 
Commissioners to defray the expenses of 
pursuing and arresting criminals who 
make their escape from the tity. Atprea- 
ent, there is no fand of this description, 
and the detective who leaves the city to ar- 
rest a criminal is liable to have to foot the 
bille. The same happens very often in 
arreata made within the city. The 
detectives only get $1,800 per year, and 
it certainly is not just or fair 
to expeet them to pay the expenses of de- 
tecting @iminale out of their small sala- 
ries. The establishment of such a fund 
would directly tend to facilitate the ar- 
reste of criminals, and, with thie end ia 
view, it should engage the early attention 
of the Conaty Commissioners. 

3. The Jury uv. Tha reforms augzeat- 
ed in the matter of empanelling jaries 
have already been urged in our columns. 
The abeurd practice of rejecting a man 
because be has read the newspapers and 
formed. an opinion as to the guilt ox inno- 
cer ce of the criminal, is

6. Swpersedeas. The Committee have 
done wisely in ignoring the unintelligent 
demand that the writ of #upersedeas, 
which is a strong eafeguard against in- 
justice, shall be done away with, and 
they recommend that a majority of the 
Supreme Jadges shall issue this writ, and 
that the law shall provide for the speedy 
assembling of the Supreme Court in all 
cases Where supersedeas for stay of capi- 
tal punishment has been granted, In- 
stead of this, it might be provided that 
an appeal in a capital case shall be heard 
at the next term of the Supreme Court. 
in whatever division or the State such 
term might be held. 

The action of the Committee on these 
five points seems tous to be suggestive 
of valuable bints as to the more speedy 
and effective administration of justice. 
It embodies some reforms the necessity 
of which has long been felt, and the ab- 
sence of which has undoubtedly tended 
to encourage the perpetration of crime, 
and we do not conceive that any objec- 
tion will be made te such suggestions 
except by the criminals themselves. With 
the police force filled with capable, gentle- 
manly, and energetic officers, with a sufi 
cient fund for the speedy detection of 
criminals, with inteltigent juries, with 
competent Police Courte, much can be 
done to stay this increase of crime * our 


midst.

TRE EXPULSION OF THE JESUITS, 

The law against the Jesuits has been 
pried into practical operation in Ger- 
many, and they are rapidly taking leave 
of their old homes, not witheut serious 
protest, however, against the injustice of 
the order, and a point-blank denial that 
they have interfered in the political pol- 
icy of Bismarck and the Emperor. There 
was at rst a conflict of opinion touching 
the interpretation of the law. The Jesu- 
its understood it asapplying only to teach- 
ing in the schools; but the Government 
officials contended that it meant their 
complete expulsion, and this view was 
evidently sustained by the Prussian Gov- 
erpment, as it has not hesitated to indorse 
the action of these officials. The Jesuits, 
however, bave not decided to go without 
making a vigorous defence of themselves, 
and without finding equally vigorous de- 
fenders of them, among whom ate the 
Baren von Ketteler, Bishop of May- 
ence, and his fleck, and many 
prominent noblemen of Westphalia, 
who appealed personally and by petitions 
to Bismarck, demanding freedom in the 
exercise of their religious convictions, 
and denying that the Catholics were hea: 
tile tothe Empire. The appeals were of 
no avail, however, and the law hag been 
strictly and even severely enforced. A 
eorrespondent of the New York Herald 
furnishes the following list of Jesuit es- 
tablishments which have been broken ap 
Two eetablishments at Gniewkowe and 
Schrimm, in Prussian Poland; an eats 
lishment near Oppelu; a large teaching 
establishment at Metz; a church at Man- 
ster; the establishments in Cologne and 
Mayence; a central establishment of the 
Order at Mariasaach, and the one at Re 
sen, where the conflict took place between 
the people and police. In additton 
these, the Redemptorists have been sus- 
pended, and the Sisters of Christian 
Doctrine and the Ladies the Ger 
Heart bave been ordered to close their 
convents.

The whole number of Jesnits within the 
territory of the German Emptre amounta 
to just 708 men. With the justice of the 
decree, which bringa thé whole power of 
the German Empire to bear upon this 
bandfal of the followers of Loyola, or 
with the probable effect it may have upon 
an Empire in which there are fourteen 
milliens of Catholica, the people of this 
country will have little concern. They 
will be content to leave that as a matter 
logal to Germany, and, whatever possible 
complications may grow out of it bétween 
Germany, France, and Italy, they will 
only be interested in as spectators. 
But there is a feature growing 
out of the expulsion which is 
already beginning to excite a 
lively interest in various parts of this 
country, especially ameng some of the 
more timid members of the Proteatant de- 
nominations. Where will these 708 men 
go, now that they have been expelled 
from heise? Although Austria does not 
apmove of Bismarck's decree, there is 
little hope, owing to the tone of the liber- 
al press in that Empire, that they will be 
allowed to settle there: There seems to 
be DO place in Continental Europe which 
offers them a prospect of a permanent 
home, and so they have turned their eyes 
towards England and the United States. 
The English press, almost without an ex- 
ception, has extended to them a cordial 
welcome. In the l’nited States, however, 
some of the Protestant papers are begin- 
ning to grow uncaéy, aud maultest signs 
of alarm. It seems to us; however, 
that such alarm is the very height 
of the absurd, and shows the white feather 
in the presence of no danger whatever. 
What possible harm can these 700 men do 
in this great and free tountry, where free- 
dom of thought and opinion is guaran- 
teed to every citizen? Because one star 
kalle, does it follow that the whole heavens 
are coming down in universal rnin? Be- 
cause 700 people are coming here who dif- 
fer from us im points of religious belief, 
are we to seize our Bibles and hymn-books, 
robes and vestments, rush into our hauses. 
lock the doors aad bar the windows, like 
children affrighted by stories of a hobgob- 
lin? Error never yet succeeded where 
truth was left unimpeded to meet it. 
Such timidity as this isa mortifying con- 
fesaion of weakness and a disgraeefal de- 
sertion of the Protestant. colors. 
We cannot believe that this 
feeling is general, and that there are not 
numerous Protestant leaders who have 
sufficient faith in the trath of their belief 
to oppose it against any and all other re- 
ligious forme of doctrine, with no fear of 
the result.
